| * Sagrerinsagy into building materials and pro- 
cesses, important in normal times, becomes 
vital in war. Especial emphasis is laid upon 
aspects of building which are not necessarily of 
prime moment in peace-time, among them sim- 
plicity of method and speed of erection by labour 
often containing a high proportion of the semi- 
skilled. Further, a new factor is added—conserva- 
tion and possibly complete elimination from design 
of one or more of the normal building materials. 

When it is recalled that the bulk of current 
construction is ordered by the State and paid for 
from public funds, then how best to strike a true 
balance between the factors mentioned above and a 
due economy of expenditure is a task which is 
worthy of the best brains in the industry and in 
science. 

For at least some part of the eight months of 
war it seems unfortunately true that the best and 
most experienced brains have not been utilised in 
the construction in hand; some of the facts which 
emerged from last week’s Parliamentary debate on 
Government contracts show that in administration, 
in planning, in building technique and in super- 
vision much of the building work in the early part 
of the war fell lamentably short of peace-time 
standards. No part of the blame for this is, of 
course, attributable to the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research or to that part of it con- 
cerned with Building Research, for nothing was 
heard in normal building circles of that body until 
the war was six months old. Yet it is possible 
that had the Government Departments asked the 
Building Research Station to lay down some form 
of constructional standards early in the war, if 
not before it, much needless waste of time and 
public money could have been avoided. 

Criticism serves little purpose, however, except 
to ensure that things be ordered better in the 
future. The Government is now aware, it seems, 
of the need for firmer contracts and of skilled 
supervision of construction, while the Works and 
Building Priority Sub-committee has made the 
specific request to the Building Research Station 
that the latter should take on as a special task 
during the war the solution of war-time problems 
“ as they arise. As already announced, a strong 
Advisory Committee, under the chairmanship of 
Mr. George Burt, has been appointed to assist the 
Station, and the first fruits of this collaboration are 
seen this week in “ War-Time Building Bulletin 
No. 1,” a publication which will be followed by 
others at frequent but irregular intervals. 


RESEARCH 


This initial Bulletin* treats with designs for single- 
storey, open-shed type factory bays in structural 
steelwork. Two main types are given—the one 
for a concrete roof-slab affording protection against 
the small incendiary bomb and A.A. shell splinters ; 
and the other for a light roof covering suitable for 
factories where these agencies would not be seriously 
destructive. The aim throughout is to effect 
economy in steel. Attention is also paid to the 
special problems of roof glazing, and some simple 
rules for continuous roof glazing and details for 
simple methods of ‘‘ black-out ” suitable for appli- 
cation to these designs have been included. 

While the work has been a co-operative effort on 
the part of the industry, Government building 
Departments (all of which are represented on the 
Advisory Committee) and the Building Research 
Station, it is no secret that the basis of the work 
has been a series of type designs brought forward 
by the Design Committee of the British Steelwork 
Association. If we can understand from this that 
the assistance of the professional institutions and 
the research departments of the materials manu- 
facturers is to be sought in the compilation of 
further Bulletins, we shall be glad, for an enormous 
amount of research lies ready to hand which should 
speed-up the publication of subsequent issues. The 
true value of these publications will have been lost, 
no matter how practical they may be, if they are 
not produced promptly to meet current needs. 
This might sound captious, but for the fact that an 
otherwise excellent Home Office publication on the 
preservation of sandbags appeared in February, 
after the winter had done its worst and official 
advice had been given to local authorities to replace 
sandbags wherever possible with more permanent 
forms of protection. 

We hope also that the Station and the Advisory 
Committee will keep close watch on new methods 
of construction as they appear. It may be true, as 
the Acting Director of Building Research has 
recently stated, that hope for any wonderful new 
materials cannot be held out, but there may well be 
reasonable expectations of new methods, a number 
of which have recently been devised and demon- 
strated. No doubt not all of these will satisfy the 
safety factor which the Building Research Station 
rightly propose to maintain, but we sincerely trust 
that where the facts do warrant proper use being 
made of new discoveries, those facts shall be given 
promptly to persons and Departments interested.

THE UNIVERSITY OF LONDON NEW BUILDINGS, BLOOMSBURY. 


Illustrated on this page is a photograph of a model 
of the University of London new buildings, and also 
a perspective of the University Hall—both of which 
are exhibited at Burlington House. University Hall, 
the foundations of which are now being constructed, 
is to be erected out of funds provided by the Cor- 
poration of the City of London and the Worshipful 
City Companies. The Hall, designed to accommodate 
2,000 persons, will occupy the open site to the east of 
the Senate House and will have frontages to Russell- 
square and Montague-place. Internally the decora-

tions, chosen for their high acoustic efficiency, are 
intended to contribute to the atmosphere associated 
with the main purpose of the Hall—the conferment of 
degrees. 

The Hall is placed on the axis of the Macmillan and 
William Beveridge Halls, the centre of the platform 
being on this axis—an arrangement which lends itsel 
to ceremonial procession. The platform is designed 
to serve for degree ceremonies, conferences, lectures 
and concerts. The architect is MR. CHARLES 
HOLDEN, Litt.D., F.R.1.B.A. 
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Parliament and the Building Industry. 


At a meeting of M.P.s on the Building 
Industry—convened on Thursday, May 2, 
by Mr. Alfred Bossom, F.R.I.B.A., M.P.— 
it was agreed that the matter should be 
placed before the “‘ 22 Committee” (the 
Central Committee of the Conservative 
Party) for their co-operation, and likewise 
before the corresponding Committees of 
the Liberal and Labour Parties. This 
would be done after the Whitsun recess. 

The object is to form a deputation to 
the Government of members of all parties, 
together with leading members of the 
building industry, to ask for sympathetic 
consideration for the building industry, 
and further to mobilise its resources in 
helping and not hindering the war effort. 


Employment in Building. 

Tue Ministry of Labour and National 
Service announces that there was a 
further substantial improvement in em- 
ployment between March 11 and April 15. 
Between these two dates the number of 
unemployed persons on the registers of 
Employment Exchanges in Great Britain 
fell by 148,578, and the total of 972,695 
registered at April 15 is the lowest 
recorded since the end of 1920’ when the 
extended unemployment insurance scheme 
came into operation. Between April 17, 
1939, and April 15, 1940, there was a reduc- 
tion of 671,699. 

The reduction in unemployment be- 
tween March and April, 1940, was dis- 
tributed over nearly all the principal 
industries, the greatest reductions occur- 
ring in building (31,965) and public works 
contracting (7,895), the distributive trades 
and agriculture.

Official Shelter Policy: A.A.S.T.A. Report. 


A rReEpoRT by the A.R.P. Committee of 
the A.A.S.T.A., under the title “‘ What is 
wrong with Official Shelter Policy,” has 
been submitted to Sir John Anderson, 
Minister for Home Security, and also to 
the Regional Commissioners and Regional 
Technical Advisers of the twelve Civil 
Defence Regions. The Report criticises 
official A.R.P. measures on the grounds 
of the insufficient number of shelters and 
of the low degree of protection provided. 
The Committee attempt to show the 
fallacy of the Government’s policy, which 
is based on the theory that “ dispersal 
increases safety.”” They argue that a 
change-over can and must be made from 
the present policy of small family shelters 
to heavily protected communal shelters.

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the death of Mr. Maurice E. Webb, hon. 
treasurer of the Society since 1928. Sir 
Harry reviewed the Society’s financial 
position, which had shown a promising 
increase of funds during 1939, but since 
the outbreak of war many contributions 
had ceased, while there had been a very 
large increase in the number of applica- 
tions for help. He wished that all the 
more fortunate members of the profession 
who had employment would remember 
and support the Society.

“Tue Architectural Room at _ the 
Academy usually gives a fair representa- 
tion of the work which is going on in 
London and the provinces, but, since the 
exception proves the rule, we are [not] 
surprised to find from time to time that 
some of the best work submitted is re- 
jected. Justice is represented as blind- 
folded, and we can only surmise that the 
Selection Committee, from an instinct of 
absolute fairness, and a wish to avoid 
partiality, occasionally blindfold one 
another, and in a short interval deal with 
a number of drawings, either selecting or 
rejecting them. Sometimes the result so 
obtained is a happy one; at others we are 
startled. . -.” 
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. ARCHITECTURE AT THE ROYAL ACADEMY 


In common with the average annual 
social function, the Academy Summer 
Exhibition starts under heavy handicaps, 
and the Architectural Section with addi- 
tional adverse influences which are not 
hard to discover. The profession is suffer- 
ing under acute war-time difficulties, and 
such activities as it has enjoyed during 
the last two or three years have been 
largely concentrated upon the ugly utili- 
ties of armaments. Individual architects 
have been ill able to afford the fees of the 
best perspective artists to assist them to 
present their works in a manner attrac- 
tive to the public, and those who nor- 
mally illustrate their own works have not 
all been in the mood to give of their best. 
The knowledge that difficulties of trans- 
port are likely to reduce attendance at 
the show to a’ considerable degree must 
also affect the intentions of those who, 
quite frankly and properly, regard the 
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occasion as a first-rate opportunity for 
publicity. 

It would thus be unfair to judge this 
show by ordinary standards, and write it 
off with the cheap cynicisms with which 
professional criticism often gets away. It 
would be fairer to commend this fresh 
evidence that architects are refusing to 
lie down, however dead they may seem 
by all the evidence of practice. 

But it would be foolish to deny that 
this Exhibition in the small architectural 
room is below standard, and that the feel- 
ing of the show is more unreal than 
usual. There is all the evidence that 
the amount of material from which the 
selection committee had to make their 
choice was considerably less than usual. 
Equally is it evident that the exhibitors 
themselves had less choice in their own 
contemporary works than in a normal 
year, and have had, therefore, to look

The new buildings at Prinknash Abbey are designed on the principle that only 
those traditional forms shall be embodied for which the reason is still completely 
valid. All styles of the past are to be ignored except in so far as the causes from 
which they spring are still active. In the church no structural metal is to be 
used even in the form of reinforcement, seeing that the decay of metal when 
it does arrive must necessitate much larger and more difficult replacements 
than the decay of masonry. The labour on the works will be provided as far as 


possible by the monks themselves. 


In the choir of the church the aisles are merely processional paths, allowing 

a very large clerestory above their roofs. To avoid the necessity of flying 

buttresses the choir itself is covered with a series of transverse barrel vaults 

supported on arches, most of whose buttressing is internal. Beyond the altar 

and baldachino the nave of the church can be seen, nave and choir being planned 

to lead up to the altar in opposite directions. The architect is MR. H. S. 
GOODHART-RENDEL, P-P.R.1.B.A. 


back through their files for subjects that 
are no longer “‘ news.”’ 

We are thus denied our usual com- 
plaint that our rcom is entirely inade- 
quate to display a representative amount 
of contemporary architecture, and we 
are more inclined to regret that the skil- 
ful composing of frames, which the hang- 
ing committee has arranged in clever 
equilibrium, has been achieved, perforce, 
by the admission of some works which 
are definitely bad by all standards of 
architecture and draughtsmanship. It 
would surely have been better to have 
adhered to a reasonable standard of 
quality, even though it meant limiting 
the show to one in which substantially all 
the exhibits were on, or near, the line. 

There is also a feeling in the room that 
even the draughtsmen have felt the 
strain of the occasion, for the famous 
artists who have done so much to brighten 
the average show are this year in less 
happy form. It is almost comforting to 
the earnest “ tryer’”’ to note one or two 
examples where a prominent artist has 
failed quite to ‘‘ hit it off.””, Mr. Harvey’s 
choice of dark mounts has obscured his 
bright talents, and Mr. Myerscough 
Walker has passed so far along the road 
of formalism as to hide much of his 
brilliant capacity. 

The most interesting exhibit, both 
architecturally and in its manner of pre- 
sentation, is a model of a fine scheme 
for Wellington Barracks, by Mr. A. W. 
Kenyon (No. 1521), bearing in mind that 
the scheme is right up to date, and thus 
giving it precedence over other equally 
fine subjects which are already familiar to 
the public. This scheme is broad and 
dignified in conception, with a nice sense 
of restraint in detail—the sort of thing 
which contributes to progress in archi- 
tecture, without shock or affront to estab- 
lished tradition. The model itself is well 
rendered, and the idea of suggesting the 
background with the block forms of build- 
ing assists the onlooker to place the 
scheme in its London setting. 

Among other schemes on a great scale 
we have another model (No. 1520) of the 
great London University buildings, by 
Mr. Charles Holden. The model form is 
an ideal medium for this type of grand 
massing, and previous familiarity with 
the lines of the scheme does not detract 
from the new pleasure which this ex- 
hibit kindles Of very great interest 
also are two fine, bird’s-eye reconstruc- 
tions of that coyordinate assembly of 
works which Sir Edwin Cooper has car- 
ried out at Paddington, within the vast 
extent of St. Mary’s. The drawings illus- 
trate very clearly how those fine indivi- 
dual buildings which have arrived year 
by year have taken their place in one 
comprehensive scheme, and they are so 
attractively rendered as to contribute 
handsomely to the Exhibition. (Nos. 
1436 and 1445.) 

The three delicately rendered architec- 
tura] drawings which Sir Edwin Lutyens 
shows, illustrating the further detailed 
development of the Metropolitan Cathe- 
dral at Liverpool, are also welcome addi- 
tions to the Exhibition as evidence of the 
perfection with which this great concep- 
tion is taking shape. (Nos. 1410, 1413, 
1417.) This refined type of draughtsman- 
ship in clear line allows of no shirking of 
the facts of architectural detail. 

In the same medium is Mr. Vincent 
Harris’s drawing of the New County 
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Model by Partridge’s. 


THE PROPOSED WELLINGTON BARRACKS. 


Hall, Nottinghamshire (No. 1394), which 
takes an impelling shape, and shows this 
architect in his best form. Equally able 
in his illustration of the University of 
Durham Students’ Union Buildings, the 
draughtsmanship of which is impressive. 
(No. 1402.) 

A very good exhibit is a model of 
the Senior School at Bingley, Yorks, by 
Mr. W. G. Newton. The converging lay- 
out suggests the good plan, and the little 
key block plan shows a welcome and 
successful effort to explain itself to the 
public. The whole scheme expresses a 
most competent outlook upon an essenti- 
ally modern problem. (No. 1508.) 

Ywo other models are well executed 
but of less architectural interest.” That. 
of the entrance to the headquarters of 
the Methodist Missionary Society (No. 
1517), is a rather more massive render- 
ing than the subject justifies, and that 
of a proposed hostel, by Mr. Peter Kent, 
is designed in the exaggerations which 
are the unsatisfactory conclusion of a 
certain manner of modern design. (No. 
1514.) 

An interior view of the Council Cham- 
ber of Hertfordshire County Hall (No. 
1406), by Messrs. James, Bywaters and 
Rowland Pierce, is of considerable in- 
terest, though presented in a rather per- 
functory manner. The drawing is, how- 
ever, delicately rendered, and _ shows 
thoughtful detailing in a fresh manner 
of design. 

Apart from these outstanding exhibits 
there remains a general level of work 
which is competent without touching the 
heights or depths. There is the London 
County Hall Extension (No. 1492) by 
Messrs. Hiorns and Wheeler (Sr Giles G. 
Scott, R.A., consulting architect), which 
takes an inevitable flavour from the late 
Ralph Knott’s scheme, and is well ex- 
pressed in Mr. S. H. Smith’s strong draw- 
ing in black chalk. There is a bright 
tropical subject, Supreme Court for the 
Government of Nigeria, by Messrs. Coll- 
cutt and Hamp, which is well illustrated 
in colour by Mr. W.-D. Suddaby-(No. 1426) ; 
and a clean, sensible scheme of Shops and 
Flats at Worthing, by Mr. Frederick W. 
Mackenzie, to which Mr. Cyril Farey has 
done full justice, as he has also to Messrs. 


Val Myer and Watson-Hart’s development 
scheme in Bloomsbury (1446 and 1391). 

Mr. W. Curtis Green has contributed 
a very modest sheet of domestic eleva- 
tions (No. 1400), each in the good taste 
which the author could hardly help exer- 
cising, but somewhat slight in actual 
appeal. It is not a bad thing, however, 
that those in high places should not scorn 
the small tasks. 

Mr. Oliver Law exhibits a bright little 
study of a House at Ewell, Surrey 
(No. 1504), which Mr. Farey has rendered 
with skill, and a House at Wimbledon 
(No. 1409), by the same author, is also 
in good taste. The Windmill Inn, at 
Great Waltham, by Mr. Winston Walker 
(No. 1498), is also both fresh and 
traditional. 

Church architecture as iliustrated in 
this Exhibition does not reach its usual 
high standard, and though the several 
works of Mr. Goodhart-Rendel show 
marked ability, their style of design is 
somewhat aloof from contemporary ideas 
(Nos. 1475, 1476 and 1480). 

It is no reflection upon the ability of 
the author, Mr. Frederick R. Hiorns, to 
question whether exhibit No. 1501 has any 
legitimate place in an art exhibition. It 
is a purely utilitarian rendering of a 
purely mechanical subject, which does 
nothing to enrich the harmony of the 
show, though it would have much to 
interest in any sociological exhibition. 

The high proportion of stained-glass 
designs is becoming more than an amus- 
ing anachronism. This year they cer- 
tainly can have kept little architecture 
out of the show, but they still strike an 
incongruous note in a display which is 
assumed to stand for contemporary archi- 
tecture. Actually, out of 140 works shown 
there are 18 of these unrelated subjects, 
most of which are purely studies, and 
very few concerned with live jobs. 
Stained glass should have its -place in 
an exhibition of the arts, but why in 
the small Architectural Room? Let us 
hope that this habit into which the 
Academy has fallen may be broken before 
normal conditions return to herald the 
first live exhibition under peace 
conditions. 

It will be seen that there remain no 
more than 122 purely architectural

exhibits. Of these the very high pro- 
portion of 33 are devoted to ecclesiastical 
subjects, and the unusually low propor- 
tion of 29 to domestic work. Of the 
remainder 13 are of civic and municipal 
buildings, 12 of hhospitals, 11 of schools 
and collegiate buildings, 11 of purely 
commercial works, five clubs or hostels, 
four military premises, and four licensed 
premises. There cannot fail to be a feel- 
ing that this distribution of subject is 
unrepresentative of the work which has 
really been going on for the past two 
years or so, and that a good deal of it 
is retrospective, particularly in the 
ecclesiastical field, unless, indeed, it is 
prophetic, which would be the more 
cheerful thought. 

One cannot leave the subject without a 
general survey of the real meaning of 
an architectural exhibition at Burlington 
House. These are not the times in which 
to be hypercritical, but at least they 
afford leisure for thought, and we may 
not be wasting our time if we make a 
sincere endeavour to place the annual 
exhibition on its right footing. 

The first thing to understand is that 
whereas the Royal Academy of Arts is 
concerned with the three arts of painting, 
sculpture and architecture, it is pre- 
ponderantly a painters’ Academy, and 
has always been so. That the show 
should be mainly one for the painter is 
just common sense, and in no way indi- 
cates either that architecture is a less 
important art, or that Academicians 
believe it so to be. Considering that 
architectural exhibits are not works of 
art in themselves but merely small-scale 
representations of them, and_ that 
exhibits of sculpture are actual originals 
at their life size, the treatment of archi- 
tects in allotting to them one small 
gallery, while inadequate, is certainly 
not less generous than that meted out to 
the sculptors. 

The next thing to consider is what the 
Academy professes to do in presenting its 
annual exhibition to the public. Is it 
intended to be a show of masterpieces 
only, or of work that is above the average 
only, or of work that may be taken as 
typical of the times? 

The answer to these questions seems to 
depend upon the usefulness and punpose

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of the Academy itself, as the first repre- 
sentative body of the three arts. It would 
probably be just to say that its main 
purpose is to benefit the arts with which 
it is concerned, and we may take it that 
its intentions are as sincere in relation 
to architecture as to the other two. If 
it limited its choice of exhibits to the 
masterpieces, we fear that it would be a 
small show in these barren days. If it 
limited itself to works above average 
in quality, it might give a false and mis- 
leading impression as to the stage at 
which the arts had arrived in any one 
year. We believe the right choice is to 
take the general substratum of compe- 
tence as the requisite standard for 
acceptance, and allow the better works to 
stand out against this background, and 
the mastenpieces to tower above these. 
However, as we have already said, the 
circumstances this year are of extra- 
ordinary difficulty, and we should not for- 
get the courage that has been needed to 
continue an admirable custom at a time 

when the world is upside down.

WELLINGTON BARRACKS. 


WELLINGTON Barracks has gone through 
many partial rebuildings as small por- 
tions of land have been acquired and as 
necessity arose for more accommodation, 
but at no period has it ever been con- 
ceived as a whole scheme. Buildings 
have been added from time to time, and 
the part which is seen from Birdcage 
Walk is merely a screen to hide the 
somewhat incoherent buildings behind. 

The oldest building is the Guards’ 
Chapel, built over 100 years ago, which :s 
to remain, together with the Officers’ 
Mess, built in 1924, and the small front 
buildings. The present stucco facade, now 
painted battleship grey, was built be- 
tween 1862 and 1899. The architect is 
unknown. These buildings are stucco on 
the front face only, the back being a 
hard facing brick. 

With its many faults, this fagade has 
come to have a sentimental interest. It 
settles peacefully into the surroundings 
and is unpretentious, but it was quite 
impossible to retain these internally grim 
and obsolete buildings if quarters suit- 
able for the accommodation of the 
Guards were to be constructed. 

The proposed new scheme (designed by 
Mr. Arthur Kenyon, F.R.I.B.A., and 
illustrated by a photograph of a model on 
page 557) divides itself into two self- 
contained units of “so many men,” 
with the central portion comprising 
N.A.A.F.I., gymnasium and educational 
rooms common to both. The central open 
square was decided upon in order to in- 
crease the present parade ground, which | 
is far too small when a full parade takes | 
place. The smaller courtyards are re- ff 
quired for instruction and the two f 
covered ways are for mounting guard f 
during inclement weather. The buildings f 
have been kept low to remain in scale ff 
with Buckingham Palace, and are to be 
faced in Portland stone to harmonise in ff 
colour and texture with Government and f 
other buildings in the locality. 

The Guards have been promised a re § 
building of their baracks on many pre- Ff 
vious occasions, and this time it has got 
to the point of nearing accomplishment— 
and they were. keenly enthusiastic about 
it. Let us hope that after this war this 
building will be executed for them as 4 
worthy tribute to their great tradition 
and in honour of the brave deeds of the 


regiment.

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SCULPTURE AT THE 
ROYAL ACADEMY 


AN unusually interesting collection of 
sculptural exhibits at Burlington House 
is dominated by William McMillan’s pair 
of bronze groups for the Beatty Memorial 
Fountains. to be placed in Trafalgar- 
square after the war. Mr. McMillan’s com- 
positions are of Triton and Nereid, with 
attendant dolphins and other finny deni- 
zens, and are entirely successful in the 
life, movement and powerful fluidity of 
their lines. As a concession to the modern 
woman, perhaps, Nereid has been given 
legs rather than the conventional mer- 
ma‘d’s tail—a concession made also by 
Mr. Charles Wheeler in his two composi- 
tions for the Jellicoe fountain—near 
cousins to Mr. McMillan’s groups. These 
are not quite so successful, one feels; the 
lines are more confused and the engraved 
fishes on the surfaces of the figures add 
to this impression. Nevertheless, they 
should look well when in position on Sir 
Edwin Lutyens’s fountains. 

Next in size come James Woodford’s 
figures for the Huddersfield Art Gallery. 
Though architectural in their massing, 
they must be accounted uninspiring as 
art. Gilbert Bayes is at his decorative 


best in a relief, a portion of a frieze (No. 


1,614). Gilbert Ledward contributes a 
street number-plate for the Westminster 
ice rink (No. 1,583), which contains a 
couple of gentle jests in the form of 
rebuses. 

Among the smaller subjects, Miss Mar- 
jorie Meggitt’s terra-cotta statuette group, 
‘Child Music,” stands high (1,633), com- 
pletely delightful in its conception and 
the happy unity of material and super- 
imposed colour. ‘‘ Round Composition ”’ 
(1,592), by Siegfried Charoux, shows great 


technical ability in what must be de-. 


scribed as a sculptural exercise. Richard 
Garbe’s “‘ Goatherd ”’ (1,635) is perhaps 
the most pleasant of his several exhibits, 
while other general subjects which take 
the eye are Estcourt Clack’s “‘ Flower 
Maiden ” (1,618), a figure in which the 
natural and formal are well blended; 
Allan Howes’s skilfully worked marble 
‘Torso’ (1,624); and Miss Barbara 
Tribe’s ‘‘ Caress of the Waves ”’ (1,655), a 
beautifully composed statuette group. 

Portrait busts are numerous and often 
good. Miss Dora Gordine successfully 
conveys character in “ Professor Fred 
Brown ”’ (1,541) and “‘ Emlyn Williams ” 
(1,643); Scott Wilkinson has a delightful 
little head, “ David” (1,545); ‘‘ Young 
Abraham Lincoln ”’ (1,553) is a vigorous 
effort by Bryant Baker; ‘and Emanuel 
Manasse’s “‘ Louis Golding” (1,671) has 
something of the Epstein manner in its 
robust handling. ‘‘ The Hon. Steven 
Runciman”’ (1,594), by Prince Birabongse; 
“The Hon. Mrs. Taffy Rodd ” (1,603), by 
C. W. Dyson-Smith; “Abi” (1,574), by E. 
Whitney-Smith; and “ Timothy Boydell ” 
(1,670), by B. Stanfield Boydell, deserve 
notice. Lady Kennet’s bust of “‘ Bernard 
Shaw at 81 ”’ (1,588) is not one of her most 
successful. Perhaps Mr. Shaw’s years 
have got her down! 

Most sculptors get a good deal of 
pleasure from modelling animals, and this 
quality of fun is evident in a number 
of exhibits, especially Arthur Glover's 
** Squirrel’ (1,586) ; Wilfred Norton’s “ On 
the Prowl’’ (1,601); Catherine Peach’s 
**Fawns’”’ (1,609)—carved in elm; and 


John Hodge’s “‘ Hippopotamus” (1,629) 
and “ Cock ”’ (1,589).

THouGH designed as an entity, the new 
surface buildings at Calverton Colliery, 
Notts, for B.A. Collieries, Ltd.—believed to 
be the first in England planned under the 
supervision of architects—fall naturally 
into two parts—(a) the Pithead Baths, 
completed last month for the Miners’ Wel- 
fare Commission, and (b) the Colliery 
buildings proper. These latter were 
erected in two sections—first, the winder- 
house, power-house and stores building, 
completed about two years ago; second, 
the office block, garages, lamp-room and 
cottages, just built. 

THE BATHS.—Pithead baths are erected 
by the Miners’ Welfare Commission under 
the Mining Industry Acts. The cost is 
met from the Miners’ Welfare Fund, 
which is derived from two sources—(a) 
output levy, and (b) royalties levy. The 
whole of the receipts from the royalties 
levy are applied to the capital cost of 
baths, but the income from this source is 
supplemented by appropriation from the 
income under the output levy. 

The purpose of pithead baths is to pro- 
vide mine workers with facilities for 
bathing and drying their clothes. The 
accommodation normally provided con- 
sists of locker-rooms for clean and pit 
clothes lockers, bath house, first-aid room 
for the treatment of minor _ injuries, 
attendant’s room and store, rooms for 
water-bottle filling, boot brushing and 
greasing, heating, ventilating and hot- 
water plant and lavatories. 

At Calverton Colliery, in addition to the 
normal accommodation (which includes 
1,248 pairs of lockers and 87 showers), a 
canteen, a cycle park (paid for out of the 
District Welfare fund), a statutory first- 
aid room, an X-ray room, and a porter’s 
lodge and waiting-room (paid for by the 
Colliery owners), are incorporated in the 
scheme. The architect was Mr. J. W. M. 
Dudding, L.R.I.B.A., of the Miners’ Wel- 


fare Commission, under thie direction of 
Mr. J. H. Forshaw, F.R.1.B.A., and Mr. 
C. G. Kemp, A.R.1.B.A. 

The addition to a colliery of well- 
designed pithead baths has not only often 
made a greatly needed improvement in 
the appearance of the place of work, but 
the high standard of industrial architec- 
ture set by these buildings has influenced 
the improvement of the existing buildings 
and layout at a number of collieries and 
the planning of new ones. At two new 
collieries—at Comrie in Fife, and now at 
Calverton—the Architect’s Branch of the 
Miners’ Welfare Commission have, at the 
invitation of the colliery owners, col- 
laborated with their architects in the 
planned development. of the surface lay- 
outs, of which the pithead baths form an 
important part. 

CONSTRUCTION AND Fin1sHEs.—Walls and 
partitions are brick. Floors are rein- 
forced concrete with hardened asphalt, 
grano or tiled finishes. Roofs are rein- 
forced concrete with asphalt finish. 
Lamp-rooms, boot-greasing and _ atten- 
dants’ rooms .have cement-glaze dadoes, 
with walls and ceilings in oil-bound water 
paint. The bath-house has tiled dadoes, 
walls and ceilings being in anti-humidity 
oil paint. Canteen and first-aid room 
have coloured tiled dadoes, with walls and 
ceilings in oil paint. Rooms for boot 
cleaning, water-bottle filling, ‘‘ clean ”’ 
and pit lobbies and the lavatories have 
tiled dadoes. 

Floors to bath-house, locker rooms, 
entrances and attendants’ room are in 
hardened asphalt; to canteen, ambulance, 
etc., in tiles; to boiler-house, fuel store, 
and plenum room in granolithic. 

Doors are of armoured plywood on wood 
frames; the canteen and attendants’- 
room fitments are in deal, with teak 
draining boards and tops. All joinery is 
painted in oil paint.

COLLIERY BUILDINGS.—The Col- 
liery Buildings are about three- 
quarters of a mile from the old vil- 
lage of Calverton and four direct 
miles from the main shaft at Best- 


wood. The present number of 
miners is 600, and in a year or so 
will rise to 1,400. The procedure is 
that the men enter the baths by the 
“clean” entrance adjoining the 
canteen, remove their clothes in the 
first locker-room and pass into the 
second locker-room for their miners’ 
kit. From there they go through 
the clocking-room into the lamp- 
room, where there is one-way traffic. 
Owing to the war, tunnel connec- 
tions proposed to the pit head have 
been deferred. The shaft is about 
600 ft. deep. 


Linked to the lamp-room by a 
covered way is a block of buildings 
containing garages and the office 
block. To the north of the site are 
the older portions of the colliery 
scheme—winder-house, power-house 
and stores building. To the south, 
about half a mile away, are the 
cottages—from which the works are 
nearly out of sight. 

The architect for the whole scheme 
other than the baths is Mr. G. A. 
Jellicoe, F.R.I.B.A. (of the firm of 
Jellicoe, Page and Wilson—dissolved 
in December last), the buildings 
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being designed by and under the 
charge of Mr. Richard Wilson, 
A.R.I.B.A. Mr. Jellicoe wishes to 
acknowledge the work of his pre- 
war assistants, Messrs. R. Cole, R. 
Rutherford, Peter Joseph and R. 
Collins. The architect also desires 
to recognise the part played in this 
design by the chairman of the Col- 
liery company, Col. C. G. Lancaster, 
M.P., with whom and the company’s 
engineer (Capt. R. C. Wilson) he 
visited many Continental collieries 
and housing schemes. Close asso- 
ciation with the architect of the 
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Miners’ Welfare Commission also 
made possible a comprehensive 
scheme. 


Co.Ltiery Buritpines.—These are 
modelled into the falling ground in 
such a way as to become closely 
associated with the landscape. Thus 
the office block is planned against 
the playing fields, and leads by way 
of the garages to the lamp-room and 
the large blocks of winder-house, 
stores, etc. Tree planting is being 
considered according to the various 
scales required. Thus the main 
protective belt, about 80 ft. wide, is 
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chiefly planted with conifer to act 
as a wind-screen: this is inter- 
planted with hardwood and small- 
scale may trees. There are formal 
clipped yew and box within the col- 
liery layout, and the long flower- 
boxes adjoining the baths are 
planted with gorse, which will be 
left rough. A small box of massed 
polyanthus roses lies outside the 
canteen windows. The offices are 
left unplanted during the war.

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perspective, in time, should give 
the impression of groups of build- 
ings settled in a landscape of trees.

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WAR-TIME BUILDING 


D.S.1.R. BULLETIN NO. 1. 


Tue Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research has issued the first of a 
series of war-time bulletins,* which will 
deal with current building problems and 
describe work carried out under the 
guidance of a committee of the Building 
Research Board formed at the instance of 
the Works and Buildings Priority Sub- 
- Committee of the Ministerial Committee 
on Priority. 

Owing to the great demands on the steel 
industry for munitions of war of every kind, 
it is of paramount importance that steel should 
be conserved to the utmost, and the present 
bulletin shows how considerable economies 
of steel may be effected in the factory part 
of the Government building programme. The 
work thas beert in a very full sense a co-opera- 
tive effort on the part of industry, leading 
engineers, Government Departments and the 
Building Research Station. The Design Com- 
mittee of the British Steelwork Association 
brought together a large number of type de- 
signs, and the less economical were rejected. 
Those which have been adopted and included 
in the present bulletin have been closely 
studied. with the object of obtaining every 
economy in weight of steel, consistent with 
safety in use. 

The designs given in the Bulletin cover a 
raitge of bay dimensions from 27 by 30 ft. 
up to 40 by 110ft., and two main types 
are given—the one for a concrete roof slab 
affording protection against the small incen- 
diary bomb and anti-aircraft: fragments, the 
other: for a light roof covering suitable for 
factories where these agencies would not be 
seriously destructive. All designs have been 
worked for two ranges of height. The main 
object of preparing the designs was to pro- 
vide a yard-stick against which amy proposals 
for the use of structural steelwork could be 
compared, since, so far as is known, there is 
no generally recognised economic standard for 
such buildings. The designs have been fully 
detailed, but it would be incorrect to assume 
that buildings in which they are incorporated 
should be put in hard without competent 
engineering supervision, since modifications 
may be desirable to fit the designs for par- 
ticular purposes and, in any case, their 
assembly into a complete building requires 
full appreciation of the basis of their method 
of design which is stated in the Bulletin. 

A.R.P. considerations “are of the utmost 
importarice in war-time building, since all 
factories erected at the present time will be 
engaged on the manufacture of products vital 
to the prosecution of the war. There are two 
main factors here to be considered: First, 
to minimise the damage likely to be caused 
by a direct hit; and, secondly, to find a satis- 
factory solution of the problem of daylight 
illumination and of black-out, together with 
means for minimising the damage likely to be 
caused to glazing from the blast of a bomb 
exploding in the vicinity. These problems

have been investigated at the Building Re- 
search Station in collaboration with the 
A.R.P. Department, Ministry of Home 
Security, and it was found necessary to 
develop a rapid method of computation of 
daylighting efficiency, so- that glazing can be 
reduced to a manageable quantity considered 
it terms of A.R.P. requirements, whilst still 
admitting sufficient daylight to enable the 
output to be maintained in the factory. This 
method of computation of daylight is given as 
an Appendix to the Bulletin. 

In certain cases there is a possible saving 
of steel by the substitution of reinforced con- 
crete or reinforced brickwork for steel 
stanchions. Recommendations for the design 
of reinforced brickwork columns suitable for 
use in these designs are given in an Appendix. 
The design of pre-cast reinforced concrete 
columns presents no special difficulty, and it 
is assumed that, where convenient, these 
would be regarded as a suitable alterrfative. 

The Bulletin will be followed by others 
dealing with other problems of war-time 
building, to be issued at fairly short intervals 
through H.M. Stationery Office. While these 
designs have been prompted by the require- 
ments of war-time building and are given in 
terms of war-time building, it may be expected 
that they will point the way to a permanent 
advance in building technique in this country. 

The Department particularly requests archi- 
tects and engineers interested to place a 
standing order for such Bulletins with H.M. 
Stationery Office for delivery as issued. It is 
expected that the Bulletins will all be priced 
at either 1s. or 6d., according to length. 


TIMBER IN WAR-TIME 


Speakine on April 23 in the series of lec- 
tures arranged by the Building Centre on 
‘‘Problems of War-time Building,’’ Mr. 
E. H. B. Bovtron said that much of 
the imported timber used for A.R.P. work 
might have been saved. Here was an oppor- 
tunity to go along the hedgerows and pick ovt 
the elm trees suffering from the Dutch 
disease. The boles of these trees might have 
been used for shoring up cellars. Baltic deal 
had been used for protecting revetments of 
sandbags, where any native hardwood would 
have served. 

Home-grown timber had not a good reputa- 
tion, but this was because it was not prepared 
by skilful saw millers. At Southampton the 
other day he had seer some Scotch fir that 
had been cut by an expert, and he would 
defy any man, scientific or practical, to dis- 
tinguish it from timber grown in southern 
Sweden. The quality was the same. Our 
problem was not so much to look for a substi- 
tute for wood as to look for other timbers to 
replace those difficult to get. He knew no 
better floor-board than home-grown beech 
if it was properly handled. One problem was 
that of getting the timber growrf in this 
country to the mill. 

Part of the lecturer’s remarks dealt with 
timbers that might he brought here from 
various parts of the Empire. Many timbers, 
he said, belonging to the group of hardwoods 
weighed no more per cubic foot than common 
softwocds. Among other useful woods, he 
mentioned gurjun, now being extensively used 
by the War Department. There were forests 
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of this in Malaya, and the trees had beautiful 
cylindrical boles with very good taper. 

Economy might be effected by using the 
smallest dimenisions of timber that would 
carry the load safely. Timber had never been 
properly tested, but the Forest Products 
esearch Department was now carrying out 
tests of stresses and strains. 


THE LONDON BUILDING 
ACTS.—V.

SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES AND 
DIFFERENCES (continued). 

(5) Appeal to the London County Council 
against decisions of district surveyors.— 
Section 86 of the Act of 1939 provides for 
appeals against the decisions of district sur- 
veyors, which are to the London County 
Council in the first instance. It will be re- 
called that under the 1939 Act the district 
surveyor is, by virtue of his appointment 
under Section 75 of the Act, an officer of 
the Council, and must, in addition to dis- 
charging the functions of a district surveyor 
under the London Building Acts and By-laws, 
also perform such other duties as may be 
assigned to him by the Council. 

By Section 86 of the 1939 Act it is pro- 
vided that (unless expressly provided other- 
wise), where under the London Building Acts 
or by-laws any matter or thing shall be, or 
any work shall be, carried out to the satis- 
faction or subject to the approval of, or shall 
be certified by, the district surveyor, then the 
builder or owner concerned, if dissatisfied 
with any decision or requirement of a district 
surveyor, can apply to the Council to deter- 
mine the question. This right of appeal, how- 
ever, is not to apply to any provision in the 
Acts and by-laws which state that any work 
must be carried out to the satisfaction of the 
district surveyor in a proper and workman- 
like manner. The district surveyor is to be 
the sole arbiter in such a case, which in effect 
constitutes him ‘‘a judge in his own cause.”’ 
Where an appeal is made to the London 
County Council, as provided above, the Coun- 
cil can reverse, affirm or amend the decision 
or requirement. of the district surveyor which 
is being appealed against. They can deter- 
mine the matter as the circumstances of the 
case require, and when they have done so, 
their determination is to be substituted for 
that of the district surveyor and can be en- 
forced in the same manner. 

But the builder or owner, if aggrieved by 
the determination of the Council, has a 
further right of appeal to the tribunal of 
appeal except in any case in which im the 
opinion of the Council the matter, thing or 
work is likely to affect the stability or the 
protection, in case of fire, of the buildirg or 
structure. 

Power is given to the Council under Sec- 
tion 86 (4) of the Act of 1939 to make regula- 
tions with respect to the procedure to be 
followed in connection with applications, in 
the way of appeals, under this section. Until 
these regulations are published, it is not 
possible to know the exact procedure to be 
followed by a builder or owner desirous of 
making an application. 

It should be noted that the provisions of 
Section 86, above explained, are not to apply 
to any decision or requirement of a district 
surveyor in regard to proceedings to enforce 
compliance with notices served under Section 
62 of the 1939 Act, in regard to the certifica- 
tion of dangerous structures. (See Article IT 
of this series.) By Section 64, if an owner or 
occupier fails to comply with a _ notice 
amended or confirmed in accordance with, 
inter alia, the decision of an independent sur- 
veyor and the district surveyor, as speedily 


as the nature of the case permits, a court of . 


summary jurisdiction may, on complaint by 
the Council, order him to remedy the dan- 
gerous state of the structure, to the satisfac- 
tion of the district surveyor. Non-compliance 


with the order may be followed by drastic 
action by the Council.

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A. NEW TYPE OF HUT 


In normal times timber is the cheapest and 
best material for the construction of tem- 
porary buildings, such as the huts tow 
required in large numbers for camps, stores, 
eic., but the scarcity of timber has led to 
much thought being given to the use of 
alternative materials for this purpose. Any 
suitable alternative to timber, however, results 
in a more durable building, usually of brick 
or concrete, of which the cost is higher than 
the normal cost of timber structures. This has 
resulted in further investigation to find designs 
which will permit of the new structures being 
easily dismantled and reused elsewhere for 
other purposes after the war. 

Figs. 1, 2 and 3 show a hut designed by 
Messrs. Tarran Industries, Ltd., with the 
object of providing a hut which can be rapidly 
erected and taken down, aiid which is made 
up oi pre-cast concrete units made under fac- 
tory conditions. We recently had an oppor- 
tunity of seeing one of these huts completely 
erected in one day between the hours of 
7 am. and 4 p.m. This hut measured 62 ft. 
long by 19 ft. wide, and conformed to the 
requirements of the War Office. Apart from 
the concrete, the hut requires only 4 cwt. of 
steel and a small quantity of timber. 

The structural element consists of a para- 
bolic arch rib comprising a series of curved 
sections placed end to end. Each section con- 
sists of two light timber ribs having a con- 
crete panel cast between anid attached to them. 
Nails are driven through the wood ribs before 
casting in order to provide a key, and wire 
ties are stretched across the mould and welded 
to opposite nails. Wire ties are also laid as 
required transversely, the complete welded 
mat forming a tie through the panel to the 
ribs. The elliptical arch rib is divided into 
a number of segments placed end to end with 
butt joints, and adjacent ribs are screwed 
together through the timber. 

The wirfdow frames are of corcrete, a win- 
dow unit being erected in place of a standard 
unit. 

The springings of the arch ribs are set in a 
channel in the concrete floor. The floor is 
carried just beyond the outside of the struc- 
ture and a half-round gulley is run along both 
sides of the hut at ground level, and rourd 
the ends if necessary. The outside of the 
structure is covered with roofing felt or other 
waterproof material, and the rainwater drains 
to the chamnels at ground level. 

The insides of the timber ribs form the base 
for attaching a wallboard or plaster lining, if 
this is needed, thus effecting a hollow con- 
struction and increasing the insulation pro- 
perties. 

The concrete mix is composed of cement, 
sand and sawdust. It has a high resistance 
to fire and good insulating properties. It can 
be nailed or screwed, and can be cut with a 
saw. Erection is carried out from a wheeled 
platform which is pushed along as the work 
proceeds, and the whole of the fixing is by 
means of wood screws. 

The system appears to answer the require- 
ments of a hut which can be built and dis- 
mantled rapidly at a reasonable cost, and the 
huts should be more comfortable places to 
live in than some which have been built with 
wnferior insulation properties. 





Transport in War Time. 

Speaking at Norwich recently, Capit. 
Euan Wallace (Minister of Transport) said 
that the increased traffic due to our war effort 
has of necessity fallen principally upon the 
railways. He added: ‘‘The growth of the 
read transport industry in the years immedi- 
ately before the war inevitably resulted in 
some loss of traffic to the canals. I am at 
present considering what can be done to help 
them to play a larger part, as I am sure they 
can, in the internal transport of goods where 
speed is not an essential factor.”’

Post-War Planning. 


Srr A. SoMERVILLE asked the Minister of 
Health whether he had prepared, or was pre- 
paring, large necessary schemes of building, 
including especially slum clearance, which 
would provide considerable employment in the 
building industry immediately after de- 
mobilisation. 

Mr. Ex.ior said that as it was not possible 
at present to forecast with any degree of con- 
fidence the nature or the extent of the housing 
problems which would arise during the war, he 
felt that it would be premature to take an 
such steps as his hon. friend suggested. e 
could assure him, however, that as each such 
problem arose and was dealt with, he would 
consider its possible effect on post-war condi- 
tions, as he was anxious that, when the war 
ended, local authorities should be able to pro- 
ceed at once with housing schemes. An 
immediate start would be possible in the case 
of those slum clearance and other housing 
schemes which were begun before the war 
and which might remain uncompleted when 
hostilities ceased. 


Government Contracts. 


Mr. Sroxes took up the question of the 
suspension of Major Reid-Kellett from his post 
of liaison officer in July of last year and his 
dismissal from the post of garrison engineer 
in October last. Mr. Stokes alleged that 
Major Reid-Kellett had been so _ treated 
because-of a report made to the C.R.E. of 
the district under whom he was working on 
June 27, complaining about the waste, extra- 
vagance and irregularities going on in camps 
with which he was connected. This report 
was communicated to him (Mr. Stokes), who 
raised the matter in the House. Subsequently 
Major Reid-Kellett was dismissed from his 
post. Following pressure in the House, the 
Secretary of State for War invited Sir C. 
Entwistle to make an inquiry. Here, Mr. 
Stokes alleged, Major Reid-Kellett had no fair 
chance of producing his witrfesses and stating 
his case. 

Sir C. Entwistte: There was no question 
of Major Reid-Kellett calling any witnesses. 
He had every opportunity to say anything 
he liked and ask any questions. ~ 

Mr. Sroxes then adduced indeperdent 
evidence in support of Major Reid-Kellett’s 
contention of waste and extravagance. He 
quoted a case where five camps, estimated to 
cost £600,000, had actually cost £1,300,000. 
Reasons he gave for this were the advancing 
of the price of timber huts (previously sup- 
plied by a reputable contractor at £106 
apiece) to £136; the purchase of gravel at 
5s. per cu. yard above its normal price of 8s. ; 
the placing of an order for smali pumps at 
£410 when a quotation at £344 from a firm 
of equal standing was to hand; and super- 
vision which was totally incompetent and 
inadequate. The chief surveyor was a quan- 
tity surveyor, and of his five assistants, each 
in charge of a camp, four had no qualifica- 
tions whatever, and the fifth was a chartered 
surveyor who had at one time run an unsuc- 
cessful flat-letting business. 

Other complaints made by Mr. Stokes 
related to bricks used at 70s. per thousand 
when local bricks were available at 44s. or 
51s. ; and the use of hardware pipes at 9s. com- 
pared with concrete spun pipes at 6s. The 
contractors, at the investigation, sheltered 
behind the clause in the specification which 
said that they might do anything they 
thought fit in order to get the camps along 
quickly. Cement was also being bought at 
57s. per ton, although it was possible for 
cement to be bought through the War Office 
at 42s. 9d. per tort delivered. 

Mr. Stokes proceeded to give further 
details of camps and compared the history of 
the construction of two groups begun and 
finished about the same time. The first 


group cost £160,000 apiece, and the secontd 
group about £450,000 each. The cost of the 
latter camps worked out at something over 
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£400 a head. In the case of the first group, 
said Mr. Stokes, the contractors, who did 
the work very efficiently, got no more work. 
On the other hand, the contractors for the 
second group mow had, he was told, over 
£28,000,000 worth of Government contracts. 

Mr. Stokes concluded by stating that he 
understood a Select Committee of the House 
was awaiting a report from the War Office. 
It was no use having a report from the War 
Office; there should be a full and public 
inquiry. ‘The general complaint about the 
supervision of the camps was, of course, that 
the wrong people were put on to supervise 
them. 

Sm R. Actanp said it was no use the 
Government saying that they could not get 
supervision, because architects as a profession 
were absolutely on their beam ends. Super- 
vision was like any other commodity—one 
bought. it. 

After others had joined in the debate, Sm 
Epwarp Grice, replying for the Govern- 
ment, described the problems of rapid expan- 
sion with which the Government had been 
faced. As regarded Major Reid-Kellett, the 
inquiry that was held did not show that a 
prima facie case had been established for 
a wider inquiry.

Discoloration of Oak. 

Sir,—l was once ill-advised to clean a 
piece of oak furniture with steel wool, and 
after some time small black spots appeared 
all over it, the result of the action of the 
tiny fragments of the steel wool. Is there 
any bleaching agent which would remedy this 
defect? aa ee 


It would have helped had the class of fur- 
niture been stated. This discoloration, I am 
afraid, can be cured only by having the oak 
thoroughly scraped with a flat steel scraper ; 
the tool is a flat piece of steel sharpened on 
the edge by rubbing a bradawl up and down. 
A special bleaching material is obtainable. 
(The address of the manufacturers will be 
supplied by the Editor on request.) After 
cleaning with the scraper, use some fine glass 
paper before applying the bleach. G. W. H. 


Measurement of Wall Tiling.

Wall tiling is measured net and billed by 
the yard super, taking any raking or circular 
cutting and waste by the foot run; it would 
therefore follow, in my upinion, that the size 
of the opening would be taken out and the 
extra labours for aifgles and returns added.

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HOUSE BUILDERS 


NATIONAL FEDERATION’S ANNUAL 
MEETING. 


SppakinG at the National Federation of 
House Builders’ annual meeting om April 30, 
Mr. Walter Meredith, the President, said 
that there were thousands of house-building 
firms who had staffs trained to building who 
were rapidly going out of business, and he 
would maintain that Governmenit work should 
be spread as widely as possible among indi- 
vidual firms and that such work should be 
split into as many separate units as possible, 
each unit being the subject of a separate con- 
tract, and that, in addition, contractors who 
were entrusted to carry out large works should 
be encouraged to sub-let sections, materials 
and labour to other contracting firms. 

The President continued: ‘Judgment is 
sometimes unbalanced by the needs of the 
moment, and conditions of contracts for 
urgently needed buildings and the methods 
adopted in the desire for expedition do not 
always achieve the desired end—indeed, they 
are frequently the reverse. Unlimited over- 
time and exceptionally favourable payments 
to operatives by way of inducements to secure 
labour, irrespective of the meeds of others, 
often bring their own troubles by limitatiort 
of output and general dissatisfaction.”’ 

In so far as maintaining and improving the 
standard of building was concerned, it might 
seem out of place to discuss the standard of 
building when 10 building could be under- 
taken, but the industry was left in such a 
mess when war broke out that unless some- 
thing was done to clear up that mess during 
the war the industry would be found in a 
state of chaos when its members should be 
getting on with the building of houses. 
‘* Quite apart from the impractical condi- 
tions which the Building Societies’ Act has 
imposed on house builders and building 


societies, which will all fall into their proper . 


place when building is resumed, we must look 
at the intention of the Government in pass- 


ing the legislation,’’ declared the President. | 


‘‘ It was to improve the standard of housing, 
and the same ideals are held by our Federa- 
tion. If Registration of builders is the best 
way to improve the building of houses, then 
our Federation will give its wholehearted sup- 
port to Registration; but so long as the jerry- 
builder can carry on with his dishonest prac- 
tices independeatly of Federation of Building 
Societies’ Acts or Government theories we 
shall have ‘sub-standard’ houses being built 
and sold at prices with which a conscierttious , 
builder cannot compete. If we want to im- 
prove the standard of building we must have 
compulsion. The regulations and restrictions; 
must be applied to all builders, and it should 
be an offence to offer a jerry-built house for 
e. 

“There is only one way to accomplish this, 
and the means are already in existence. The 
municipal by-laws, which are now in force in 
all districts, lay down a standard of building, 
and if a house is built to comply with these 
by-laws it cannot be jerry-built in the proper 
sense of the term. The only guarantee 
required is that local officials shall do their 
job efficiently, and every house should be well 
aitd truly built before the local authority give 
it the seal of their approval.”’

Distribution of Steel Supplies. 

To ensure an equitable distribution of such 
steel supplies as are available from time to 
time, and to avoid delays in deliveries of 
material, the Ministry of Supply have insii- 
tuted a scheme of distribution among all the 
consuming interests, which is set forth in a 
pamphlet (Customers, 3). 

The steel supplies covered by the scheme 
are listed in an appendix in the finished form 
as ordered by customers from the producers, 
and then only in so far as they are not 
acquired for conversion into any of the other 
classes of finished steel so listed. 

All the consuming interests have for the 
purposes of the scheme beer grouped umder 
Government Departments who, in conjunc- 
tion with the Iron and Steel Control, wili be 
responsible for the supplies of finished steel 
to the services covered by the ‘* Depart- 
ments.’ The ‘‘ Departments,’ with the ser- 
vices covered by each of them, are shown in 
an appendix. For the purposes of identifica- 
tion, each ‘‘ Department.’’ has been given a 


symbol, and this also is stated in an appendix.: 


To ensure, as far as possible, deliveries of 
finished steel within the pariods required by 
the consuming interests, orders for finished 
steel placed with finished steel producers must 
bear the following period numbers, with 
tonnages for each period :— 

Period I.—January 1 to March 31. 

Period IIl.—April 1 to June 36. 

Period III.—July 1 to September 30. 

Period 1V.—October 1 to December 31.

Scrap Iron and Steel Prices. 

The Minister of Supply has made the Con- 
trol of Iron and Steel (No. 7) (Scrap) Order, 
1940, Direction (No. 3), increasing the maxi- 
mum prices for scrap iron and steel as from 
May 6, 1940, to meet the recent increase in 
railway charges. 

In the case of scrap iron and steel for the 
mattufacture of steel ingots, otherwise than in 
electric arc furnaces, the maximum prices 
have been increased by 1s. 6d. per ton for 
consumers in South Wales (West); by. ls. per 
ton for consumers on the North-West Coast 
and in Oheshire (including Shotton), Brymbo 
and South Wales (East); by 6d. per ton for 
consumers in the Midlands (except for two 
grades of cast-iron, which are increased by 
ls, per ton) ; and by 9d. per ton for consumers 
in all other districts. All other grades of 
scrap are also increased by 9d. per ton.
